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The Final rejection is withdrawn and the following action given: 

Claims 16, 18, 19, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 16, step (c) has been amended to "the pH, between about 3-4", this term does not 
have a proper antecedent, since it is inconsistent with the pH of step (a) which claims a "pH of 2- 
6". Also claim 22, the term "adding acid to alkali to the pulp" is indefinite. It appears Applicant 
adjusts the pH of the pulp with an alkali to raise the pH from 3-4 to 4-9. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16, 18, 19, 21, 22 and 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over EP '491 in view of MARECHAL for the reasons set forth in pages 7-9 of the 
Board of Appeals Decision. 

The Board of Appeals in its Decision of October 31, 2002, on pages 8 and 9, stated that 
EP '491 teaches a pH of up to 5, preferably 2-3, and thereafter raising the pH to 5.0, a treatment 
temperature of 10 to 100 °C for a time of 1 to 600 minutes, with a drop in kappa number from 
15.7 to 7.1 to 8.4. Thus, the additions to claim 16 do not make it patentable. Similarly, the 
Board states that the amount of peroxide utilized is nothing more than result effective variable 
(sentence bridging pages 8 and 9). Accordingly, claims 16, 18, 21, 22 and 32 are not allowable 
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over the art of record. Claim 19; see Example 8 of EP '491 for (O-ADQ-P) sequence, wherein 
10-30 kg/ton chlorine dioxide is used (claim 33). 
Claims 24-30 and 35-46 are allowed.

Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
^application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Offce actton as 1.135. (35U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
AD business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if oth r 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the int rview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of th 
interview unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on th 
Interview Summary Form completed by the Examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to th 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the xaminer. 

Examin rs are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of th substance of an int rview. If th record is not complet and 
accurate, th examiner will grv the applicant an xtendableon month time period to correct the record.
